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REPORT ON LAYMEN’S WORK. 


The eall for Christian Laymen has never been more urgent .than 
today, and the Laymen's Missionary, movement is the organization 
which has sprung into existence in answer to that call. It plans for 
business men to pray daily, study diligently, plan wisely, give gener- 
otisly and serve zealously in all Christian work. Christian Steward- 
ship, including stewardship of time, talents and money is the aim of 
its activities. 


ORGANIZATION, 
The organization of this work in Mississippi, consists of an Ex- 
ecutive Committee of five, with headquarters in Jackson, ahd a chair- 


man for each county who is ex-officio a member of the State Com- 
mittee. 


ACTIVITIES. . 

This organization ‘seeks to develope dependable Laymen in each 
church who will carry out the plans and programs designed to enlist 
and develope the churches through their members.* Through the ac- 
tivity of this movement, the Seventy-Five Million Campaign was great- 
ly aided, and today more men are attending the preaching and other 
services of the church, than ever before; there are’ now more men’s 
classes for Bible study with more members; and more men who will 


take an active part in evangelical work, than at any other period in 
our history. 


FUTURE WORK. 
THE TITHING CAMPAIGN is the special activity of the next year’s 


work. The State organization is made up of a Steering Committee, 
located at Jackson, which is composed of:

Corresponding Secretary of W. M. U. 

State Secretary of B. Y. P. U.

The campaign will close with a round-up week, beginning Novem- 
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ber 27th, and ending December 4th. It'is the purpose of the commit- 
tee to reach every church before that time if possible with a program 
explaining and emphasizing the work. — * 

The aim of ‘this campaign is to secure our portion of the 30,000 
tithers which we expect to obtain in Mississippi during our conven- 
tion year. That means that one out of six of the members of the 
local church will have to be a tither. It will be necessary for this 
association to have about seven hundred.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


Baptists have always been pioneers, in the field of education. The 
first public school in America was founded ‘in Rhode Island, in 1675, 
by Dr. John Clarke, a Baptist preacher. This was the beginning of 
our splendid system of public schools in which we take so much pride. 
But even before this time, our Baptist forefathers had established an 
institutiog of higher learning designedly for the purpose of produc- 
ing a trained leadership for the churches of their faith and also for 
the State. 

Baptists have to educate. There is no alternative. Our doctrine, 
our church government, and our program make it imperative. 

Mississippi Baptists have four colleges under their management 
and control three senior colleges and one jupior college. The three 
senior colleges are: Mississippi College, Clinton, for boys only; Mis- 
sissippi Women's College, Hattiesburg, for girls only; Blue Mountain 
Collége, for girls at Blue Mountain; and our junior college, Clarke 


Memorial, at Newton, for boys and girls. ‘ae 


EDUCATION COMMISSION. 


The Mississippi Baptist Education Commission was created by the 
State Convention at their annual meeting in Jackson, in 1914. It is 
destined to play a large part in the educational affairs of the de- 
nomination. The commission has recently employed a full time sec- 
retary, and through this secretary, it hopes.to render great serv ice 


eeeseer mares 
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to the cause of Christian\Education. No trve Baptist should be satis- 
fied until every school in Oxr possession is as good as the best in the 
land, and every Baptist boy and girl are receiving their training in 
these Baptist supported and controlled institutions. To attain this 
worthy end will require much prayer and great sacrifice. We need 
buildings; we need to improve the ‘eoks of the buildings we have ; 
we need equipment; but our most crying need is endowment. Our 
colleges must be endowed to keep pace withthe educational procession. 
Baptists can do all this, if they will; they eka do it, and they will. 
‘The Commission has received from the 75 Million Campaign from 
the beginning up to July 15, 1921, $229,024.29, The distribution made 


to the colleges is as follows: 


Mississippi College $70,198.80. 
Women’s College 68,089.02, 
Blue Mountain College 34,825.39, 
Clarke Memorial College 21,035.20, 


The report on Foreign Mission was read by L. G. Gates and dis- 
cussed by Rev. L. G. Gates, and then adopted. 
The report follows: 


ASSOCIATIONAL REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Our foreign mission fields today lie in China, Japan, Africa, 
South America, Italy and Mexico; and new fields in Europe are be- 
ing opened up as rapidly as possible. 

The uplifting effects of the 75 Million Campaign have been keenly 
felt in our work in foreign lands. Our great advance here at home 
has inspired the native churches to efforts like unto our own. Every 


field is pressing its great campaign with fine success. The per capita 

gifts of our foreign field last year amounted to a little more than five 

dollars per member; whereas they amounted in this association to 
dollars per member. “ 

The number of baptisms on the foreign fields this past year was 
6,998. ° We now have 611 churches of which 187, or nearly one-third 
are self-supporting. 347 of these own their own houses of worship. 
405 foreign missionaries are now under appointment, 75 were sent 
out during the past year and 52 have just sailed this past August. 

978 native workers are employed. These workers are never re- 
ceived by our Board until they are thoroughly tested. 

We have 21 foreign mission physicians and 8 foreign mission 
nurses. These last year treated 154,070 cases. This is a remarkable 
record in view of the fact that several of these doctors are new on 
the field and several of the older physicians were on furlough during 
most of the year. : 

Our 632 schools are crowded with 22,866 students. Of these 284 
are theological students. This represents an increase over last year 
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of 68 schools and 4,352 students. These schools throb with life -and 
possibilities. The graduating class in one young woman’s school in 
China consisted of twelve members, and seven of them were called by 
the Lord into mission service. Have we a school in America with so 
great a percentage of missionaries in one class? 

The receipts of the Foreign Mission Board for the year ending 
May 4, 1921 were $2,432,423.84. 

At the meeting of the Foreign Mission Board held June 8-9, 1921, 
our last 52 missionaries were appointed for work abroad. . This was a 
happy and inspiring oceasion. But underneath the joy ran an under- 
current of sorrow, due to that fact that the number set apart was 
very far below the number urgently needed this year. Two years of 
the 75 Million Campaign have past. The Board has been able to send 
out only about half the number it had estimated it should send out 
during that time. This fact should cause great searching of heart on 
the part of our people. Where are the reapers? We must give our-

course. we must meet fully our pledges in money. We must do at Jeast 
that much. But over and above our money we must give our sons 
and our daugthers to bear the message of love and salvation to the 
lost of the earth. Give both the money and the messengers. “How 
shall they hear without a preacher and how shall they preach unless 
they be sent.” we 


selves earnestly to prayer for the desperately needed wor

Your Committee begs leave. to submit the following report on 


Women’s Work: 
The W. M. U. is composed of the following Organizations: Wo- 
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man’s Missionary Society, Young Womens’ Auxiliary, Girls’ Auxiliary, 
Royal Ambassadors for boys and Sunbeams for little folks. 

The Union sets for itself five definite aims: Stewardship, Ser- 
vice, Study, Supplication and Soul-Winning. ‘ 

Our women are learning that Stewardship involves far more than 
the meeting of our Campaign pledges, church expenses or giving of 


any material substance like money. Yet these matters are being 


stressed as of very special importance; so much that while our first 
year was regarded as “Victory” year in the Campaign and our second 
year as “Loyalty” year, this is looked upon as the “Sacrificial” year 
by the W. M. U., our women are stressing the fact that aside from 
the giving of money we must needs give time, strength, heart and in- 
terest to needy lives and worthy causes. 

Service of intensely personal nature expends itself by the W. M. 
U. in the sending of boxes to Hospitals, Orphanages, Aged Ministers, 
and Ministerial Students; in the education of four young women in 
our Baptist Coleges, thus preparing them for lives of service: in the 
sending Of eleven young women to our Training Sehool to prepare 
them for gfficient work on the home or foreign field; and service 
among our young people is especially shown in the giving of books 
for foreign missionaries’ libraries. 

Study courses are being carried on as never before by the entire 
W. M. U. This is espécially noted among our Youhg People’s Organi- 
zations. : 

Supplication and Soul-Winning are twin aims, deeply set in the 
hearts and lives of our women who are longing to see the coming of 
the Kingdom; to see the Kingdom made ready for the return of the 
King. : 

‘This report sets forth the following recommendations: 1st. 
That each pastor in our Association be requested to organize in his 
churches each Branch of the W. M. U. wherever practicable, for the 
sole purpose of teaching missions. 2nd.—That this Association plan 
for a Missionary Institute embracing three.days in which will be 
taught missions to our women and young people.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


The Great Commission says make disciples,baptise them and then 
teach these baptised dis¢iples to observe “all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you,” 

We would do well to begin our teaching with the baptized’ be- 
lievers or church members, as the above scripture commands, 

We would not in any way minimize the evangelistic opportunti) 
in our Sunday Schools but we would emphasize the great need of en- 
listing and teaching the membership of all of our churches, 

Perhaps the one*outstanding need in our schools today is to reach 
the senior and adult departments. New emphasis is being given to 
these departments by having an “Organized Class Department,” with 
a general secretary, who furnishes all the needed literature and such 
other information as will contribute to the enlargement of these de- 
partivents. 

the Sunday School Board has a department of “Sunday School 
Administration” which is doing a great service in more efficient or- 
vanization of all of our schools. : 

In addition to our regular literature we call especial attention to 
the “Sunday School Builder” and the “Organized Class Magazine.” 

' The following paragraphs deserve our most thoughtful considera- 
tion: : 
= 

1. Our “chureh building movement” as fostered by Dr. Borroughs 
of the Sunday School Board. Many of our church houses need ‘re 
modeting and many other congregations are planning to build new. 
houses. We can never have great Sunday Schools nor efficient schools 
any way measuring up to their opportunities until we have houses 
adapted to modérn Sunday School work. 

2. We cannot too strongly emphasize the need Wf better trained 
teachers. The very purpose of a school is to teach and we can never 
have the highest type of ‘teaching without equipped and trained teach- 
ers. During the first six months of this year Mississippi has, given 
out more than 2.500 awards to people who have completed some book 
in the training course. 

We do most earnestly request_and urge our pastors, superinten- 
dents, and teachers to take interest in, plan for and attend county 
Sunday School Normals, Conventions, especially our State S. 5S. and 
B. Y. P. U. Conventions, and one of our summer assemblies. These 
are for the express purpose of helping to train workers for all our 
churches, 

As a means of extending ovr Sunday School work, your committee 
would recommend (1) the organization of County, or Associationa) 
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Sunday School Conventions; and (2) the extension of Sunday School 
work from our colleges and full-time churches.

B. Y. P. U. REPORT 


The program of Southern Baptists today to carry out the Great 
Commission as‘ given by our Lord comprehends nothing but tlie plain 
teaching of the cardinal principles set down in the New Testament. 
Baptists everywhere have waked up to the Truth of the Bible. At no 
time in Bapitst history has the Bible been open to the minds of men 
as it is today, and at no time have the minds and souls of men been 
open to the Rible as at this time. 

Our denominational papers are printing the Scriptures and the 
plain teaching of the Bible as never before. Our Sunday School les- 
sons and Bible study helps from beginners’ card to commentaries, 
were never so full of plain teaching and Bible Truth. Our B. Y. P. U. 
literature has never been so definite in Christian doctrine and church 
discipline as now. Our preachers are presenting the Bible open and 
plainly teaching the Scriptures, emphasizing the great principles that 
our Master taught, not only as to thé way of salvation and life but as 
to the daily conduct of Christians. 

Where the gospel of the New Testament is preached men believe 

it. Asa result of the Baptist program under the power of the Holy 
Spirit men have been saved and built up in the faith during the last 
year as they have not been in a quarter ofa century. Literally they 
have come by the thousands, and with them a great host of young 
people. ‘ 
What will the church do with these new converts? This is the 
questions. Will we enter the names on the church records and permit 
the world to squander their lives? Will we see their souls saved and 
then stand by to see their lives auctioned for less than a mess of pot- 
tage? Christian riponsibility does not end with soul-saving. The 
commission to the church is to preach repentance and to teach obed- 
ience. What is the obligation of the Christian church to the new 
convert? , 

First. The church must help her new converts to get a grip upon 
their personal salvation. Teach them to know that they are saved 
and to know how they are saved. These new converts must have a 
conviction of the Christ in their lives if they are to be living examples 
for the Christ. ’ 

Second. These new converts must be taught the Bible and obed- 
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ience to the Christ that they have accepted for salvation and life. 
They must know before they can do. They must be taught how to put on 
the whole armor of God, if they are to run with patience the Christian 
race. The church of! Jesus Christ—Christian men and women—is the 
only channel of training for the followers of our Master, and He has 
commanded his church to teach. 

Third. The greatest agency in the church for teaching and train- 
ing the young converts is the B. Y. P. U:, the great training camp of 
the church today. What does this eatney offer? 

First. To give the individual Christian a ons on his own sal-- 
vation, and how saved. 

Second. To teach the individual Christian that the Bible is the 
Word of God and therein we find our relation to God and a guide for 
our conduct. ‘ 

Third. To teach obedience to the Christ we acknowledge. 

Fourth. ‘To fortify the young Christian against the temptations 
of the world and build him up in the faith of our Christ. 

Fifth. To teach unselfishness and how to give our lives and our 
time and our talent and our money for the Kingdom of our God.. 

The church must come into her own, and if she ever does she 
will do it by teaching and training her forces-in the B. Y. P. U., 
an agency of equal efficiency. But of all things let not, the a 
churches of this association be guilty of discarding the new converts 
—new forces fof the Kingdom—to the greed of a commerce ial and 
pleasure loving world.

The report follows: 


REPORT ON BAPTIST HOSPITAL, JACKSON, MISS. 


The past year, ending August 1, 1981, thas been a very good year 
for the Baptist Hospital. 

We treated during the year, 1,107 patients. 161 of these were 
charity patients. The amount of charity done from August 1, 1920 to 
, August 1, 1921, was $5,283 “jo. We have 18 girls in the nurses’ train- 

ing school. Four have graduated in the last year. 
We would urge all W. M. U's. and other church organizations to 
do personal service in direc ting the attention of worthy young wo- 
men to this noble Christian service. We especially suggest that young 
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women entering the nurses’ training school should at least be a high 
school graduate. 

The hospital extends its thanks and appreciation to the different 
Sunday Schools and church erganizations for their generosity in send- 
ing niece boxes of linen to the hospital. | 

The hospital opened for service in 1910, with about eight or ten 
beds in the old wooden building on North State Street. In 1914 the 
demand was so great that a new brick structure was erected on the 
same site with 35 beds. The demand continued to increase until it 
became urgent that we enlarge again. We have just finished an ad- 
dition of 12 rooms, which gives us a capacity now of 50 beds. We have, 
unfinished, the third floor, which when completed will give us 65 beds. 
Of course, we have not the money -to do this work right now, but 
through the 75 Million Fund we hope to be able to finish this third 
floor by January, 1922, but ,it will take the contributions from all 
those who have pledged to this 75 Million Fund. 

Our. hospital has never had an X-ray outfit and consequently has 
suffered greatly. It has been embarrassing to the management to 
have patients carried from our hospital to other hospitals to get X-ray 
service, and we are sure that we have lost ‘patients on this account. 
We hope to have completed within the next 90 days the X-ray depart- 
ment in our hospital and we must depend to a great extent on the 
generosity of our friends for the purchase of this machine.

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL RELIEF. 


Your Committee on Ministerial Relief, begs to submit the fol- 
lowing: ‘ 

We believe that the minister, who has come to his day of retire- 
ment, or who, for any reason, has become disabled, isin every way 
worthy of our sympathy, prayer, and financial support. The same 
thing is true of their: w idows and orphan children. These men and 
women were faithful to God and his cause, in the midst of the great- 
est sacrifices in laying thé foundation, for the word of Christ in this 
State, and surely they should receive our hearty support in their de- 
clining years. Other Christian organizations are far ahead of us in 
this department of work and in the discharge of this Christian obli- 
gation. Even railroads and some other business and worldly insti- 
tutions care for their old and faithful employees. We should not only 
strive to emulate other Christian and worldly institutions, but we 
should furnish. these old heroes of our faith the. support they so 
richly deserve. / 

The Board has now a beneficiary list of between seven and eight 


Ng 
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hundred. Others are being added from month to month, The stipends 
of the beneficiaries who have been transferred to us from the states 
have, in the most part, been increased from 49% to 60% and in some 
instances as much as 100%. While we have made great strides since 
the organization of the new Convention Board in giving aid and com- 
fort to the disabled and retired ministers, we are just beginning to 
do what we shoula do. Our aim should be to persuade our people to 
say to the ministers in active service today: “Give yourself whole- 
heartedly to work, spend yourself freely ; be not afraid, we do not pay 
you just the salaries that we should, but this we do, at least, 
solemnly promise, we will stand back of you; if you fall in the wdtk, 
we will care for you; if you die we will not permit your family to 
suffer; if you grow old in it, we will comfort your declining years.” 
Just that and nothing short of it shoyld be the attitude of our great 
denominaion to its ministry, and every one of our young preachers 
should feel that the denomination has so spoken to him, and that he 
can accept its word at par. If we could say that-so as to carry con- 
vietion to the men of the hard fields, and the small salary, we should 


put new life in them, we should greatly increase their efficiency, © 


and the denomination would be the real beneficiary.

ASSOCIATION MISSIONS. 


Our Home Mission Board reports the employment of 1,656 Mis- 
sionaries, 45,092 baptisms—-the greatest evangelizing agency in the 
world... The enlisting of 4,087 young people for definite Christian ser- 
vice; the constituting of 258 Churches; the building and improving of 
524 Church buildings; the organizing of 535 Sunday Schools; the main- 
taining;of 37 Mountain Mission Schools where there @ere 173 candi- 
dates for the ministry and 688 conversions last year. Also the Home 
Board is doing glorious and effective work among the “strangers” in 
our gate’ -Indians, negroes, Swedes, Germans, Italians, French, Span- 
ish. The work in Cuba has been enlarged and is prospering. This 
report would not be complete without the mention of our great 
“T. B.” Sanatorium at El Paso, to which several new structures have 
been added. It is now considered by many experts to be the best in 
America. : 

The Mississippi Baptist State Convention Board reports the em- 
ployment of 104 missionary pastors, supplying 154 Churches; 20 As- 
sociational missionaries; 7 enlistment workers; 3 Sunday School 
workers; 2 B. Y. P. U. workers; 2 W. M. U. worker#; 2 Educational 
workers; and 15 special workers. This Board also-reports the pay- 
ment of the expenses of 23 pastors of fourth time churches at the Mid- 
winter School for Pastors in the Baptist Bible Institute New Or- 
leans, La. Further, it -reports the conducting of 30 three-day Bible 
Institutés throughout the Staté, during March and April, and a school 
of Evangelism at Mississippi College, at which 175 preachers register- 
ed. There were six B. Y. P. U. and six W. M. U. District Conventions 
held, each being followed by more than 20 special three-day institutes. 
The Sunday School department has carried out a more elaborate rural 
extension program than ever before. The sending, at the expense of 
State Missions, the Baptist Record to 250 preachers who were not tak- 
ing it should not escape our notice, And last but not least, is the con- 
ducting of the Board of a state-wide Evangelistic campaign, resulting 
last year in the report of 9,153 baptisms, There have already been re- 
ported this year 8,501 baptisms. The evangelization of Mississippi is 
the supreme purpose of State Missions. ; 

The General Association has done, and is doing great work by 
co-operating with the State and Home Mission Boards, and by help- 
ing weak churches and sending missionaries to destitute places. 

These all are dependent on the 75 Million Campaign for their sup- 


port. These reports are measured by the success of the Campaign, 
and so will their next reports.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE, 


We rejoice in the good report from our orphanage at Jackson, 
Miss. It is now in its 25th year and has cared for, during this time, 
about one thousand children, many of whom have grown into man- 
hood and womanhood and are now filling places of usefulness in homes 
of their Own, many of them, in offices, hospitals, machine shops, on 
the farm, and in almost al] the vocations of life. 

We learn from our superintendent that the health of the children 
is fine. They have not had a death from sickness in four years and 
are caring for an average of 150 children all the while. These child- 
ren are gathered up here and there from the most hopeless and un- 
‘promising surroundings and doctored up and fed up and trained up 
into useful men and women, 

The boys are trained in agriculture, stock raising, dairying, ‘truck 
growing, carpentry, and machinery. The girls are trained in the 
art of cooking; sewing, washing, ironing, fancy. work and general 
house-keeping. 

All the children of the orphanage have the advantage of a good 
school for eight months in the year, under efficient teachers and at- 
tend Sunday School and preaching every Sunday, and those who are 
Christians are trained in Christian work in their own senior and junior 


B. Y. P. U's. and altogether our children at the orphanage are being - 


splendidly fitted for useful Christian citizenship. 

We commend our orphanage and its splendid work to the hearts’ 
and benevolence of all our people and urge that during the month of 
November our people send to the orphanage from our farms and 
stores: corn, peas, molasses, canned goods of all kinds, clothing, sta- 
tionery, pencils, tablets, pins, needjes, combs, soap, towels, sheets, pil-

We, the Church of Jesus Christ, who have been regularly baptized 
upon profession of faith, being convinced of the necessity and utility 
of a combination df churches of the same .faith and order, do agree 


to unite and form ourselves into an association, Theréfore, 


Article 1.) The nameoof this Association shall be the Jones County

Baptist Association. “1

Article 2.) The officers of this association shall be a Moderator, a ‘ 


Clerk and a Treasurer, They shall be elected annually by ballot and 
hold their offices until their successors are elected, but no person shall 
hold the office of Moderator for‘a succession of more than two years. 

\Article 3. The object of this association shall be the promotion of 
the Redeemer’s Kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, in- 
culeation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly intercourse 
and brotherly love among the churches. 

Article 4. Members of the association shall be composed of, dele- 
gates, who shall produce evidence of their appointment by the churches 
which they propose to represent, before being entitled to seats. 

Article 5. Each church belonging to the Association shall be eti- 
titled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delegate for each additional fifty or fractional part hereof ; 
until the membership shall reach 200, then five delegates and no more, 
provided, that ministers of such churches, but supply other, pulpits, may 
be appointed as additional delegates to the regular quota. 

Article 6. This Association shall only have the power of an ad- 
visory council, and shall, in no wise, infringe upon the rights, indepen- 


dence or sovereignty of the churches. 


Article 7. No queries shall be considered by this Associatidn un#! 
less regularly sent up through the churches in writing, and such 


queries shall’embrace only questions of doctrine, 

Article 8 The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon and by unanimous consent of the body proceed to the election. of 
a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer ly acclamation, jin case unanimous 
consent is lacking, then the Messenger shall be enrolled and the elec- 
tion shall proceed: by ballot. ‘ 

Article 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association 
shall be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Kerfoot’s Par- 
liamentary Manual shall be the basis of decisions of order. . 

Article 10. Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by ‘this 
body, may become members of this. Association by a unanimous vote, 
and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning a reason 
therefor, by a concurrence of a majority present, while the Associa- 
tion reserves the right of withdrawing ‘from such church as it. shall 
deem disorderly or not orthodox.
